BACKGROUND INFORMATION: The contract  was awarded t o  BRCO Constructors o f  Loom.1s, 
California,  on March 18, 1992, i n  the amount of 
$458,000.00. The cont rac t  has  been completed i n  
substant ia l  conformance w i t h  the plans and spec i f ica t ions  
approved by the City Council.

done since t h a t  t i n e  has been landscape maintenance and minor punch l i s t  items. 
BRCO Constructors was told by the City t h a t  the project  would not be accepted u n t i l  
the fencing around the Park was removed. 
un t i l  June 22, 1093, and the fencing around the r e s t  of the P a r k  was removed on 
May 24, 1993. 

The project  was delayed for two months while the City negotiated with BRCG 
Constructors on the wood chips t o  be placed in the playground area. 
t ha t  was eventually used i n  Hale Pa rk  was the material t ha t  BRCO was ready LO 
del iver  t o  the  s i t e  i n  October 1992. BRCO Constructors a l s o  f u r n i s h e d  the City w i t h  
geotex t i le  fabr ic ,  war ran t i e s  and  insurance  f o r  t h e  wood ch ips  w h i c h  were riot 
originally i nc iudcJ  i n  their submittal. 

Acceptance of the project  was also delayed unt i l  the County had reviewed a ? ?  the 
labor compliance submittals t o  ensure t h a t  the City would r ece i - e  i t s  block Grant  
f u n d i n g .  
I t  i s  s t a f f ' s  reconunendation t h a t  liquidated damages n o t  be ?sres;ed ,n t h i s  
Dro.iect. 

The  project  was substant ia l ly  completed on April 6 ,  1993.

LANE (STATE HIGHWAY 12). AT ACCESS TO 
THE MUNICIPAL SERVICE CENTER/ANIMAL SHELTER 

RESOLUTION NO. 91-23 

The City Council was advised that the Engineering Division 
has received a request for the installation o f  a "no 
parking" zone on Kettleman Lane adjacent to the driveway 
access to the MSC and Animal Shelter. Trucks and other 
vehicles parking on Kettleman Lane adjacent to this 
driveway make it difficult for drivers to see approaching 
vehicles while exiting onto Kettleman Lane. Exiting is 
especially difficult for drivers o f  large trucks laden with 
equipment or towing supplies such as power poles. 

Engineering staff has surveyed this location to determine 
truck parking and parking demand. The results of the 
survey indicate that, on several occasions, staff has 
observed trucks and other vehicles parking adjacent to this 
driveway. Overall parking demands in the area appear to be 
miniaul. Available accident records, from 1988 to the 
present, indicate that there have been no accidents at this 
1 ocat ion. 

In order to provide adequate sight distance for vehicles 
exiting from this driveway, staff recommended that Counci 1 
approve the installation o f  157 f e e t  of "no parking" east 
of the driveway and 72 feet west of the driveway. The 
entire length o f  this "no parking" zone lies i n  front of 
City owned property. 

Caltrans approval is required f o r  this "no parking" zone 
after City 'dounci I approval.

The City Council was reminded tha t  as  par t  o f  the 1991/92 
operating budget, the City Council approved the purchase o f  
a microcomputer local area network f o r  the Publ ic  Works 
Department. T h i s  purchase was a major part  o f  the 
previously approved switch from a minicomputer-based, 
limited use, drafting system to  a more flexible,  less 
expensive microcomputer-based system. T h i s  switch was 
approved by the Council, i n  March 1991, 

The budget request for the network was fo r  $49,000, In 
l i g h t  o f  budget restrictions,  i t  was decided to phase the 
work; t h u s  $30,000 was approved i n  the budget w i t h  the 
following fundlng: 

$7,500 Sewer Fund 
37,500 Water Fund 
$7,500 6as Tax 
37,500 Equipment Fund 

Now t h a t  we have conpleted the drafting switch to  
microcomputers, the need for  the local area network t o  
share drawings and the plotter i s  more c r i t i c a l  t h a n  ever. 
In our budget request we assumed we would go to b i d  for  a 
complete turn-key package. However, t h r o u g h  our research 
and preparatory training we have concluded t h a t  the City 
would be better served by purchasing the various system 
components separately and sett ing u p  the network 
ourselves. Me would s t i l l  ohtain price quotes on the 
components from various vendors. We will save resale 
markup and installation costs. We will  a l s o  be able to  
se lec t  and purchase the components on o u r  schedule rather 
than specifying and purchasing everything in one lum sum. 
We propose to  make limited use (not t o  exceed $2,000 P o f  a 
local consultant to help select some of the hardware and 
a s s i s t  in the in i t ia l  se t  u p .  

I n  t h i s  way, our staff w i l l  have a much better knowledge of 
the system and will be able t o  add users and make system 
changes without a n  expensive on-going support contract. 
Thus we will save money i n  the long r u n  as well as in the 
short term. 

The components o f  the system will cost less t h a n  $5,000 
apiece, so our normal informal purchasing procedures can be
